He was also reported as .not an active diurch member, single 
with no dependents, loading a quiet home life, and living with his parents, 
vho were '.voll regarded.

He 
added that the Franking privilege had been abused grectly by Lundeen and many 
othor govemaent officials in their efforts to aid VlIiflEK in his campaign of 
hate in the ’.’nlted ;>tatfts, T»»enty-four United :5tatea Senators aided VIERI5K In 
hia work. Four of them undoubtedly knew what they ware doing and the retaalning 
twenty helped, either unloiowlngly or otherwise. It is not definitely known that 
thase Senators deliberately aided the Fascist cause but it has been proved that 
they assisted VIZREK and his Uaai crowd, either directly or indirectly. ROGGE 
stat.ed that ho was told by Attorney General tom C2Ark that his report on Fascist 
Penetration into ths United Gtates would be mde public but that when the rep>ort 
was cotspletad, the .'vttomey Gensral ruled that It should be considered confidential 
Infonnatlcn and should be filed in the Departrannt of Justice files.

ity ■•ian reasons but with an eye on the oil fields of the Uiddle East. He believes ", 

that wo have nothin,'' to fear from tho Communiotc in this countzy but that the pres- , • 
ent witchhunt is a Bwokescrcen to divert the minds of tho people away from the anti-> 
labor legislation arid othec nefarious doirgs of the lo^slators in Washington. He 
bel ieves that Henry VhiLLtiCE has done some of his beat work recently and is doing a 
good service to denocracy, by his trip to Europe. He believes that the Civil Lib-, 
ortles of Oerhurt^^ i'GLEH were sliamofully violated In the recent trial, (kir govam- 
nenb alloived and even abetted the abuse of olvll liberties by the Fascists during 
the last war and hCKrJE can not understand wl\y the civil libortlss of the Cooaaunisis 
and othor lalnorlty groups must be curbed at present. He 'stated that he had been 
asked to represent Gerhart RISLER in his recent trial but that he had refused, due

ROfCrli; stated that r.iost Fascists are frustrated and in many cases they turn to 
Ka3ciani^becauee_they are _not abl e to "aa ke t he grade" in a norsnl society, jie 
believes that this Fascist threat to our countr^bM'be~eliDdne ted' only through— ~ 
education and Psychiatry. Uost of Fascists are njs^ally Inmture and need 
to be psycoonalysed . He nanad thepi^ Klux Klan, Tlie^>0(uumblans, and the recent - 
Faenist coup in Cleorj'la, as good •'wcajqsles of the extwit to whlcli this Fascist 
Ids'ilogy hac taken root in our liiidst. 

Thl'i meetin-’ was attended by approxiraately 125 persons. Uai\y of them were colorod. 
Hora than one half of the audience consisted of lalddle aged^ or older^ people and 
the remainder was the usual group of young people. Several aeaibers of the Ameri- 
can Veterans Cojcdttoe were present and laany familiar 'lliberal" faces were observed. 

The attached paaphlots were made available to all in attendance and a general invi- 
tation to Join the organization was .extended* The audience apparently. agreed whola> 
heirtedly with the speaker's views. The applause was noted when Henry WALLACE was 
mentioned favorably and also when the civil liberties of the Conmunists and other 
minority groups were coinnuntcd on by the speaker* The applause ut the conclusion 
of the speech was long and loud.
